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A PROGRAM FOR STUDENTS

The mandate of the Regents to the State Library that, in addition to 
serving the Government of the State of New York, it provide an excellent 
and well-rounded collection of books to be available to the citizenry, im- 
plies a number of things which the library should try to do. Systems of 
service through college, special and public libraries have been and are 
being developed. Scholars and other readers are served directly in the 
Library's reading rooms. Teachers, lawyers, doctors and those in other 
professions are served through special libraries; in general, most of the 
problems of service are well on their way to solution. This also applies 
to that important and eager group of potential users, the students. 


College students have long enjoyed service from the State Library 
through their college libraries. College librarians have been quick to 
see the advantages of a "Library's Library" like the State Library as a 
supplement to their services. Many college people come directly to the 
State Library, and, because they have been trained in the use of research 
and reference materials make good use of the time they spend here. Aside 
from a frantic, hectic period which comes about with each college vacation, 
during which the library staff tries hard to keep its collective head above 
water, and which results in a feeling of exhaustion at the close of each 
holiday, the service program for these people seems a good one. Actually, 
I think that the staff rather welcomes the rush and excitement these young 
men and women provide for them at intervals, even though it complicates 
their performance of usual services. 


The next group to these, academically, the secondary school students, 
presents a more complex picture. School libraries, while in many cases 
excellent, are not so well developed as their college counterparts and 
school librarians have been less anxious to borrow materials for their 
readers. These facilities are, however, being developed, and will unques- 
tionably become the main agency through which State Library materials will 
be made available to the school population. 


Direct service to these students is likewise a 
complicated thing. Some 50,000 students are within 
commuting distance of the Library. Obviously, they 
can not all be crowded into the reading rooms and 
could not possibly be served by the limited staff of 
the State Library. Even if we could house and serve 
all of them, it would still not help the problems of 
students in the North Country or the Southern Tier. 
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Aside from physical and geographic limitations, there are some other prob- 
lems involved in the unguided use of large complicated research collections 
by this group. Frequently a student has spent an entire day of frustration, 
seeking materials, getting delivered to him books and periodicals too dif- 
ficult for him to use, and wasting his time. As in all large research col- 
lections, there are a number of items in the State Library's collection 
which may not only not be useful to him but may, in fact, be harmful, be- 
cause he has not yet had the experience to use them judiciously. Outdated 
sources in science, for example, while valuable historically, are full of 
misinformation for the present-day student. Guidance is essential for 
people of this age level in the use of literature. 


To overcome this to a degree, the State Library now asks that, when 
students come to use its facilities, they be accompanied by a teacher, a 
librarian, or a parent. The most effective way of having them come has 
been found to be in groups such as a whole class accompanied by a teacher 
or a school librarian. A program has evolved over the past ten years of 
encouraging visits by such groups, either to see and be informed about the 
State Library or to work on projects as a part of their school program. 

A member of the staff of the Reference Section has been assigned to greet 
these groups, show them the Library and how to use it, and help in the 
selection of materials which are then loaned to their school libraries for 
use in carrying forward their studies. Groups have ranged in size from 

a whole trainload (this was awkward) to classes of four and five "bright 
kids" (we need'em). In general, this arrangement works well when it can 
be fitted into the curriculum of the school. Transportation is no longer 
so serious a problem because of the prevalance of school buses. Visits 

to the Library have the added advantage of working in nicely with planned 
trips to the State Museum. 


Another aspect of the Library's program which has proved valuable to 
schools has been its series of exhibits. These include traveling exhibits 
of the Library's treasures which come into the students’ home communities 
and are made available to them there. Outstanding among these was the New 
York State Freedom Train which brought the famous documents which are mile- 
stones in New York's History within reach of every school child in the 
State. The second variety is that which stays at home in the Library Ro- 
tunda and may be seen by all who wish to visit it. The Alexander Hamilton 
and Benjamin Franklin exhibits and that commemorating the Albany Congress 
were of this sort. These can, of course, be readily made into traveling 
exhibits either for one appearance or for a tour. There is also a third 
class of exhibitions actually produced by other agencies but sponsored by 
the State Library because of their educational value. A good example of 
a traveling one is the "Reading Is Fun" show organized by the Children's 
Book Council which annually tours upstate New York under the auspices of 
the State Library. A "static" one of great interest which has just been 
shown in the Library is the Atomic Energy Commission's "Atoms for Peace." 
This was visited by thousands of students during the past month, both 
singly and in guided groups. It was supplemented by a showing of a selec- 
tion of materials from the Library's fast-growing Science and Technology 
collection. 


These several plans are developing into an active program by which 
the New York State Library hopes to help in the educative process, in 
keeping with its role of being a library for all the people of its State.

Scholarship Program Yields First Dividends: Four new librarians are readying 
themselves this month to take their places in the professional ranks of 
public library service, the first group to complete their training under 

the Public Librarians Training Grant Program, made possible by Federal funds 
under the Library Services Act. Mrs. Rosalind H. Scheimberg, Marie Bonn 

and John Zaidel will receive their library degrees from Syracuse University, 
and Florence Hill will meet degree requirements at the New York State Uni- 
versity College for Teachers, Albany. 

Miss Bonn is expected to accept a position in the Monroe County Library 
System, and Mr. Zaidel will join the staff of the Buffalo and Erie County 
Public Library. The plans of Mrs. Scheimberg and Miss Hill are still in- 
definite at this point. 

Because the continuous recruitment policy of the program keeps Training 
Grant recipients in various stages of their library training, additional 
individuals will qualify for library degrees and become eligible for em- 
ployment in June. Plans are progressing for another qualifying examination 
to be held later in the spring.

Conference for Field Workers: An opportunity for field consultants working 
in the library systems of the State and the Library Extension Division to 
meet together and exchange information and ideas is being planned for March 
5 and 6 at the Lincklaen House in Cazenovia.

Alterations at State Library: The main reading room of the State Library 
will be remodeled next year at a cost of about $500,000. The room has not 
undergone any alterations since the State Education Department Building 
was completed in 1912. 

Architects from the State Public Works Department and members of the 
Albany firm of August Lux & Associates are preparing plans for the remod- 
eling. Some of the changes that will be made are: The elevators leading 
to the seven levels of stacks under the reading room will be replaced. The 
elevators are described as obsolete and dangerous. A new room will be 
constructed in the southeast corner of the reading room and will have a 
second floor to be devoted to rare books. The legislative reference room 
will be divided in half. Three levels of steel stacks will be installed 
in the rear half, replacing the present wooden shelves. A balcony for the 
reading room, to provide more space for open shelves, may be possible.

Dr. Donald H. Ross, Assistant Commissioner for Research 
and Special Studies, The State Education Department, died 
suddenly on Sunday, January 25, 1959. The world of educa- 
tion, his colleagues and many friends have suffered a great 
loss. 

Dr. Ross was a good friend to libraries. He served most 
helpfully on the Commissioner of Education's Committee on 
Public Library Service and did not relax his interest in 
libraries when the Committee's study was completed. Ina 
paper on "Priorities and Goals in Education," given at a 
Department Staff Conference at Bear Mountain Inn, June 12- 
13, 1958, he wrote: "Libraries are a powerful, well-estab- 
lished mode of inexpensive, self-directed, continuing edu- 
cation. The 1958 Legislature improved the statutory setting 
for library service in the State. Here is a case where the 
results can be worthy, the process feasible. We should 
give high priority to encouraging the development of library 
systems contemplated in the 1950 and 1958 laws and in im- 
proving the health and effectiveness of local library out- 
lets." 

Just before his death Dr. Ross formulated the following 
statement, which, because of the pertinence of its message, 
is now shared with the libraries of the State.

"It is important to point out that with the creation of greater flex- 
ibility a number of potential systems came into being shortly after the 
conclusion of the 1958 session. These library systems were in those areas 
that were so close to the development of systems that the modest increase 
in aid and the significant change in conditions for the formation of sys- 
tems produced an immediate response. However, the research which was the 
basis for the 1958 report of the Library Committee would indicate that in 
order to achieve the full development of the library systems in all parts 
of the State of New York, the amount of State aid would have to be as orig- 
inally recommended. Further, the achievement of a library system is not 
in itself the complete victory. Systems will, of course, vary greatly in 
service but the probability is that the critical level of library system 
service can not be achieved short of a program of aid (containing certain 
stimulation features) as originally envisioned by the Library Committee. 

"It is significant that 91 per cent of the population of the State are 
in areas served by public and association libraries. This is, of course, 
a highly significant achievement. However, it also indicates the fact that 
complete coverage has not yet been obtained. The hope is that with a com- 
plete network of library systems covering the whole State, and with suit- 
able aid for these library systems, the remaining unserved areas may be 
properly covered. 

"There is great significance in the fact that in 1957 there were 
7,234,262 borrowers out of the 14,990,000 people living in areas served 
by libraries. In other words, half of all the people served by libraries 
have enough concern at one time or another to have become library borrowers. 
"The fact that these seven and a quarter million people have been re- 
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sponsible for a circulation of almost sixty million would tend to indicate 
that the great majority of these people are not one-time users of librar- 
ies. It is also interesting to note that with book holdings only 1.63 per 
capita in the public and association libraries that this tremendous circu- 
lation of approximately sixty million has been accomplished. This sixty 
million circulation (plus uncountable library service on a reference basis) 
has cost only $2.16 per capita for the year 1957. Thus, public libraries 
must again emerge as being among the most inexpensive of educational de- 
vices." 


Mr. Musicus' Position Filled: John R. Clark has been appointed Acting 
Assistant Commissioner for Business Management and Personnel during the 
leave of absence of Milton Musicus, who has accepted a temporary appoint- 
ment as Assistant Secretary for Administration in the office of the Gov- 
ernor. As planning and procedures analyst, Mr. Clark helped the Library 
for the Blind to stand up well in a national survey conducted by Francis 
R. St. John, Director of the Brooklyn Public Library. Mr. Clark is now 
studying Traveling Libraries with a view to bringing services in closer 
confirmation with recommendations of the Commissioner's Committee. 


Medical Library Aids Exhibits: Resulting from the Dr. William Harvey 
Tercentenary Exhibit shown in the Medical Library last year, two similar 
exhibits appeared in the State with the help and loan of material from 
the Medical Library. One was arranged by the Rensselaer County Medical 
Society through its Women's Auxiliary and another, of a rather more pop- 
ular nature, by the Cortland Free Library. 


Important Manuscripts Acquired: Two important items of great interest 
have recently been added to the Manuscript Collection of the State Library. 
One is an account of a battle at Lac Saint Sacrement (now Lake George) 
which took place on September 8, 1755 between the British under Sir William 
Johnson and the French under Baron Dieskau; and the other, "Relation ab- 
regee de la Compagne du Canada, jusqu'au ler 7 bre (September) 1756," a 
description of the reduction of Fort Cnouaguen (Oswego) which was Mont- 
calm's first victory in Canada. Both are eyewitness accounts written by 
Louis Antoine de Bougainville who was a captain of the Dragoons at the 
time of the French and Indian Wars, and Aide de Coup to the Marquis de 
Montcalm. He will be known to all familiar with the lovely tropical flow- 
ering plant, the Bougainvillea, which as well as Bougainville Island in 
the Solomons, discovered in 1768, were named for him. 


Award Honors Dorothy Canfield Fisher: Establishment of an annual Dorothy 
Canfield Fisher Library Award was announced by the Book-of-the-Month Club, 
Inc., as a memorial to Mrs. Fisher, who died at her home in Arlington, 
Vermont, on November 9, 1958. The award, representing requested books to 
the value of $5,000, will be given each year to a library in the United 
States selected by the Book-of-the-Month Club, with the advice and cooper- 
ation of the American Library Association. Preference will always be given 
to libraries in small communities. Appropriately, the first Dorothy Can- 
field Fisher Award will go to a library in which Mrs. Fisher herself was 
vitally interested—that in Arlington, Vermont. 


Book Publication 1958: The annual summary issue of Publishers’ Weekly, 
January 19, 1959, contains these interesting statistics: 13,462 new titles 
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were published in 1958—11,012 new books and 2,450 new editions. Following 
UNESCO book production figures and those compiled by the American Book 
Publishers Council and the U.S. Bureau of the Census, which include paper- 
bound publications of 49 to 64 pages, this total was 418, raising the 1958 
figure to 13,880. The number of new books published in 1957 was 13,142. 


Robert Burgess in Korea: On leave of absence as of February 1 for 18 months, 
Robert S. Burgess, chairman of the Department of Librarianship at State 
University College for Teachers, Albany, will be one of a team of teachers 
from Peabody College, Nashville, Tenn., his alma mater, involved in a six- 
year project for the government's International Cooperation Administration. 
Mr. Burgess will instruct in the acquisition and cataloging of western ma- 
terials. He will reside in Seoul, Korea, where he will be joined by his 
wife and three daughters in June.

— "Films Sandwiched In", a noon-hour 
program of films, will be sponsored by the Friends of the Rochester 
Public Library. The program is in the same format as its successful 
program, "Books Sandwiched In."" — The Staff Association of the Rochester 
Public Library recently held a dinner honoring five members who retired 
during 1958: Gladys E. Love, for 22 years head of the library's General 
Reference Division; Julia L. Sauer, head of the Department of Work with 
Children and the Extension Department of the library since 1921; Hilda 
D. Atterberg, branch librarian of the Sully Branch; Jessie D. Holloway, 
branch librarian of the Hudson Branch; and Mary N. Thomas, of the Fiction 
Division of the Main Library. — Robert Eames, formerly assistant in 
the Art Division, is the new head of the General Reference Division of 
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the Rochester Public Library. — Eunice G. Mullan is now coordinator 

of Work with Children; Mary Cashman, formerly children's librarian, is 
now branch head of the Sully Branch; Dorothy Connelly, new head of the 
Hudson Branch of the Rochester Public Library, was formerly children's 
librarian of the Lincoln Branch; Robert Murphy, formerly assistant in 
the History Division, is now head of the Education and Religion Division.

Regional Library Service Center. Total circulation for 1958 for all public 
libraries in the three counties of Jefferson, Lewis and St. Lawrence 
served by the Center reached 1,020,848. This figure included books, 
films, pamphlets, magazines, etc. 


Saratoga. The Burnt Hills-Ballston Lake Community Library, now in its 
new building at Lakeville Road and Lawmar Lane, has new library hours, 
according to Vincent Aceto, librarian. It will be open Tuesdays through 
Saturdays from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. and Fridays from 7 to 9 p.m. Good used 
chairs and tables are wanted as donations. Recent gifts to the library 
are "The Promised Land," by John J. Vrooman; "All about the Perennial 
Garden," by Montague Free; "The complete Book of Flower Arrangements," 
by F.F. Rockwell; and a subscription to "Horticulture" magazine. 


Schenectady. Trustees and librarians from five libraries in Montgomery, 
Schenectady, and Schoharie counties were present at a meeting in the 
Schenectady County Public Library, January 28, to discuss systems of 
service. Francis Holloway of Schoharie was chairman and Mrs. Eleanor 
C. Harris, Livingston County Public Library, Mrs. Milton Lewis, Avon

vestigate system possibilities among the three counties consists of: 
William MacKenzie, Canajoharie; Norman Olsen, Cobleskill; Mrs. W. Barent 
Wemple, Fonda; Richard K. Hamlen, Schenectady; and Frank Lewis, Scho- 
harie. It was voted at the meeting to recommend to the boards of trus- 
tees of the libraries in the three-county area that they go on record 
by the end of April as to their interest in the formation of such a 
system. The film, "Books for All," was shown. 


Southern Adirondack Library System. The State Library's demonstration 
bookmobile is now in operation, serving 28 communities in Warren, Wash- 
ington and Saratoga Counties by making biweekly stops at advertised 
places. In charge is Silas Townsend; Andre Lacroix is the driver. The 
bookmobile carries some 3,000 books for adults, teen-agers and children 
which are loaned for a two-week period. Headquarters of the Southern 
Adirondack Library System will be at 37 Bath Street, Ballston Spa. 
Supplied by the New York State Library Extension Division, the bookmo- 
bile service provides an opportunity to study costs and needs of the 
area before the budget is made.

— "Dolls 
by Vicki," made of crepe paper on a wire base, composed the main exhibit 
at the Mount Vernon Public Library during January. "Vicki" is Mrs. 

Her dolls 
are all originals, entirely handmade, often based on ideas in library 
books.
